Two maids 
and a manserv ant also were 
questio ned. 
A repo rt that the 
7 4-y ear-o ld 
fugitiv e 
had 
fled 
thro ugh a po lice barrier o utside 
his apartment became general 
after o fficers went to the apart­ 
ment and failed to find him. 
The theo ry was adv anced that 
he had left Athens ^isguised as 
a wo man and was o n his way to 
Paris.

While the Fulto n, a U. S. nav y 
craft, still burned o n pirate wat­ 
ers no rth o f Ho ng Ko ng, Co m­ 
mander McHenry and his men— 
safe in harbo r here—reco unted 
their harro wing ex periences. 
They were bro ught in early to ­ 
day by the British destro y er H. 
M. 
S. 
Wishart—which 
sav ed 
them—and the steamer Tsinan, 
a co mmercial v essel. All 
were 
taken o ff by 10 o ’clo ck last night. 
The fire, which bro ke o ut in 
the Fulto n’s engine ro o m abo ut 
6; 30 ’clo ck 
y esterday 
ev ening, 
was ex pected to ro ar fo r ho urs as 
tugs began to wing her to ward 
Ho ng Ko ng to day . 
As he to ld ^he sto ry o f the 
thrilling escape to the Asso ciat­ 
ed Press, Co mmander McHenry 
plainly sho wed the effects o f the 
o rdeal. His 
face was haggard, 
lined by wo rry and fatigue. He 
had no t had time to shav e. 
His first tho ught was fo r his 
men. Eight o f the crew were in­ 
jured.

The go v ernment declined to day 
to take “ No ” fo r an answer fro m 
Co l. Charles A. Lindbergh. 
The fly ing co lo nel, debo unc­ 
ing the Ro o sev elt administratio n 
fo r a seco nd time fo r its actio n 
in turning the air mail o v er to 
the army , spurned last night 
Secretary o f War Dern’s inv ita­ 
tio n to help in a bro ad study o f 
army av iatio n. * 
Early to day a co nciliato ry an­ 
swer hummed o v er the telegraph 
wires to the airman. In it Sec­ 
retary Dern said: 
“ Yo ur 
telegram 
indicates 
a 
misco nceptio n o f the purpo ses o f 
the co mmittee o n which I asked 
y o u to serv e. 
“ I 
desire 
a 
co mprehensiv e 
study o f army av iatio n in which 
carry ing airmail will figure o n­ 
ly incidentally as a lesso n in de­ 
termining 
the 
efficiency 
o r 
sho rtco mings o f the army air 
co rps,'regarding which the pub­ 
lic is bewildered so far as na­ 
tio nal defense is co ncerned. 
’T am sure y o ur co unsel wo uld 
be v ery v aluable.” 
The new break between the fa­ 
mo us airman and the adminis­ 
tratio n o v er ¿ he white-ho t air 
mail co ntro v ersy . stirred much 
interest to day . Such terms as 
“ unfair,” “ unjust” and “ co ntrary 
to American principles” do tted 
the telegram in which Lindbergh 
turned do wn the war depart­ 
ment’s inv itatio n.

Lincoln, Neb. (A3)—More com­ 
plete^ forward passes, but with 
fewer attempts, is the forecast 
for 19 34 football by Dana X. Bi­ 
ble, University of Nebraska coach 
and president of the American 
Football Coaches’ association. 
Rules changes which eliminate 
the five-yard penalty for success­ 
ive incompleted forward passes, 
Bible believes, will provide the 
paradox of reducing the passing 
along with the penalty. 
Bible points out th at under the 
old rules when a team made its 
second incomplete forward paXs, 
it had lost so much ground that 
it either had to pass again or 
kick, permitting the opposing 
team to “set” its defense accord­ 
ingly. 
But without the penalty, he 
sees teams still trying to make 
their yardage by running plays. 
Bible, a member of the football 
rules committee» , says the nat­ 
ural result would be to increase 
the number of attem pts to gain 
by running plays after an un­ 
successful forward pass. Then, 
with the defense drawn to meet 
this running threat he believes 
passes, when used, should 
be 
completed more frequently. 
A somewhat similar effect may 
occur from the rule permitting 
one incomplete forward pass ov­ 
er the goal line without loss of 
the ball, the Cornhusker mentor 
thinks. 
-The knowledge that the of­ 
fensive team may fall on the 
pass and still retain possession 
of the ball,” he said, -should act 
as a constant threat, compelling 
the defense to face the double 
necessity of anticipating either 


a running 
play or a forward 
pass.” 
Because the defense will have 
to be on its guard and more 
widely deployed for both run­ 
ning and pass plays near the goal 
line, Bible looks forward to more 
goal-line running plays, rather 
than touchdown attem pts via 
the air.

From the standpoint of fu tu re national devel­ 
opment there are three possible cou rses for 
America to take: Nationalism, internationalism, 
or a planned middle road. In any case difficu lt 
adju stments mu st be made. Thu s spake Secre­ 
tary of Agricu ltu re Wallace recently. 
Mr. Wallace is listened to very closely these 
days — he came into the cabinet an u nknown, 
u nheralded figu re, and du ring the last year he 
has constantly grown in statu re. By now he is 
probably the ou tstanding cabinet officer; it is 
certain that he possesses one of the most dis­ 
passionate, realistic minds in the Administration. 
If we accept internationalism, Mr. Wallace 
points ou t, we mu st stand ready to import nearly 
a billion dollars’ worth more goods each year 
than we did in 19 29 . We mu st lower tariffs ac­ 
cordingly. And, when that is done, we mu st re­ 
adju st farming and indu strial operations to 
meet the planned inflow of foreign goods. 
If we go the whole hog to nationalism — and 
that is the direction in which we have been 
traveling — we mu st be prepared to lose tre­ 
mendou s foreign markets, particu larly for agri­ 
cu ltu ral produ cts. It will then be necessary to 
permantly retire from produ ction 40,000,000 to. 
100,000,000 acres of crop land, depending on its 
qu ality. In Mr. Wallace’s opinion this can be 
achieved only by compu lsory control of market­ 
ing, licensing of plowed land, and base and su r­ 
plu s qu otas for every farmer for every produ ct 
for every month in the year. In the Secretary’s 
own words: “It may be necessary to make a pu b­ 
lic u tility ou t of agricu ltu re . . . Every plowed 
field wou ld have its permit stickin| u p on its 
post.” 
He is, however, opposed to going as far as that, 
precisely as he is opposed to immediate accept- 


ance of internationalism. He advocates a cou rse 
which is exactly in the middle of these two ex­ 
tremes. Under it tariffs wou ld be lowered su ffi­ 
ciently to bring in another half-billion dollars’ 
worth of foreign goods annu ally, and 25,000,000 
acres of good agricu ltu ral land wou ld be retired. 
We will have to bu y as mu ch more abroad as we 
sell abroad — and painfu l readju stments mu st 
be made. He points ou t that simply raising wages 
won’t solve the problem of su rplu ses — no matter 
how prosperou s a man is, he can eat and wear 
and u se only so mu ch. What we mu st do is to 
swap things of which we have too mu ch, for 
things we want — and ou r foreign .commercial 
policy mu st be revised accordingly. % 
That the Administration is tending in this di­ 
rection is shown by the move to obtain au thor­ 
ity to revise existing tariff rates to the extent 
of 50 per cent, and negotiate reciprocal trade 
agreements with other cou ntries.
